Will Also Traverse Two Counties in

Virginia-

Guthrie, who is in the city for a day or

two, tells ine that he is just from Phila¬
delphia, where he had a conference with
the ehi·. G counsel and other officials of the
Norfolk and Western Railroad Company
relative t«> the extension of one or more

branches of the road into Western North
(.'anilina. He says the present General
Assembly will be asked for permission
t«i build a road through Alleghany, Ashe
and Watauga -counties. The proposed
road will also traverse Carroll and Gray-
son counties, of Yirc.ip.ia.
The purpose of this extension is to reach

that very fertile agricultural section.
which is also rich in iron, copper and
other minerals.

LIBRARY FORMALLY OPENED.
The ceremonies of the formal opening of

the Olivia Roney LRirary Building were

held at 7:"<i o'clock to-night. The build-
¦- ing has been erected and an extensive li¬
brary installed by Mr. R. 13. Roney. at an

expense of about $40,000, and presented to
the city as a public library as a memorial
to his deceased wife, Olivia Roney. The
building was accepted in behalf of the
trustees by Rev. W. M. Marshall, ot
Christ's Church, and in behalf of the citi¬
zens of Raleigh by R. T. Gray, Esq.

BILL FOR TU!·: SFA BOARD.
A bill has been introduced in the Gene¬

ral Assembly entitled "An act to author¬
ize the Seaboard Air Line Railway, suc¬
cessor to the Richmond. Petersburg and
Carolina Railroad Company, to possess
and exercise the powers conferred on the
latter road, and to authorize leases, pur¬
chases, sales or consolidations between it
and other railroad or transportation com¬

panies." The bill is for a liberal enlarge¬
ment of the ¡lowers of the company along
the lines indicated by the title, and has
been referred to the Railroad Committee
of the Senate. Indications are that ¡t
will receive a favorable report.
Cenerai B. S. Roystor, of Oxford, has

THEIR DAYS NUMBERED.
The Country Postoffice Doomed to His-

emit ¡nuance.
The establishment of the rural froe-de-

livery service in Henrico and Hanover
counties will apparently cause the
eventual discontinuance of such post-
offices as are not on the line of railroads,
There are many of these small offices

now established, but they will be discoli-
United as the rural service is extended.
It is understood that the days of the
Barton Heights postoffice are numbered,
among those of other offices. The expense
of operating the rural free-delivery ser-
vice is covered by the abolition of the
country postoffices and the use of the
country postmaster's compensation.
With the increase of the work of the

local postoftice in"preparing- for the rural
carrier will eventually come an increase
in the clerical force. It is said that the
three routes already decided upon will
cause the abolition of eight or ten coun¬
ty offices.

the ¡lowers of the judicial, executive and
legislative departments <>f government,
and ¡mints out how one in exercising his
functions might usurp those of another.
The counsel also claims tba in the cer¬
tified and correct copy of the amendment
referred to no jurisdiction is given to the
court to act iti this matter.

It is expected that defendants will sub¬
mit an answer within the next few days,
and the case will be heard as soon as re¬

plies are made. N« oral argument will be
heard.
